THE search has begun for a 
memorial to a forgotten hero 
which is probably gracing a rock¬ 
ery in the garden of a home. 

Captain Louis Nolan 
was killed at the begin¬ 
ning of the Charge of the 
Light Brigade when try¬ 
ing to stop cavalrymen 
charging the wrong guns 
in the Crimea. 

His body was dumped 
into an unmarked battle¬ 
field grave but shortly 
afterwards his fellow offi¬ 
cers put up a 12-foot 
memorial in Holy Trinity 
Church in Maidstone. 

Nolan had been in bar¬ 
racks in the county town before shipping out to 
Crimea. But when the church was decommis¬ 
sioned the memorial disappeared and hasn’t 
been seen since. 

The church is now a home for disadvantaged 
youngsters but in its heyday Captain Nolan 
and his fellow cavalry officers from the nearby 
barracks used to worship there. 

Sue Moore, manager of the Stonham Home 
which now occupies the church, was aware of 
Captain Nolan’s story but wonders what hap¬ 
pened to the memorial when the church was 
converted in 1997.

THE county town’s new high street 
will be a pedestrian-friendly realm 
filled with al fresco restaurants and 
a colourful new lighting scheme. 

Maidstone council’s cabinet chose Letts 
Wheeler Architects as the winner of the high 
street design competition on Thursday. 

The Nottingham-based architect company 
will get a £4 million budget to improve and 
renew the tired, dated high street, which runs 
from the Mall Chequers to the River Medway. 

The council’s cabinet member for regenera¬ 
tion Cllr Malcolm Greer, who is spearheading 
the competition, said: “After much deliberation 
the jury panel chose Letts Wheelers’ scheme. 

“We picked them because they can deliver the 
high street Maidstone wants. Now we will talk 
to them and develop their ideas and carry out 
consultations to add details to their design.” 

The winning design won the judges’ vote 
through its “clutter-free, simple, homogenous 
approach”. 

Letts Wheeler’s design incorporates two large 
pedestrian town squares outside the Town Hall 
and in Lower High Street to allow events such 
as farmers’ markets and for cafes and restau¬ 
rants to spill on to the wider footpaths. 

To highlight the town centre’s nightlife the 
company has proposed a “dynamic colourful 
new lighting scheme” to make the public realm 
safer and to improve lighting for key buildings. 

To improve the banks of the River Medway 
there are plans for a new riverside cafe and bar 


to be built beside the water to replace the exist¬ 
ing toilet block, which the architects say will 
provide a romantic setting for couples. 

Kent artist Chris Tipping has been appointed 
by the council to work with the winning archi¬ 
tects and refine the design. 

To ensure the new high street is accessible 
the council has employed Barry Ginley, from 
Maidstone, who became visually impaired after 
an eye operation went wrong in 1994. 

Mr Ginley will be able to give Letts Wheeler 
a first-hand approach to ensure the designs can 
be used by everyone. 


The competition was first launched by the 
council in January in partnership with the 
Royal Institute of British Architects (RIBA). 

Architects from across the world were asked 
to submit designs which were judged by Cllr 
Greer, John Farmer from Kent County Council, 
architectural advisor Robert Sakula, the coun¬ 
cil’s director of prosperity Alison Broom, and 
James Porter, who was observing for RIBA. 

The cabinet made the final decision after the 
judging panel chose a shortlist of five designs 
from the 76 entries, which were put on display 
for public consultation from May 5. 


Widdy interested 
in Speaker's chair 

TOUGH-talking MP Ann Widdecombe 
would be interested in becoming an 
interim speaker in the House of 
Commons following the embarrassing 
resignation of Michael Martin. 

She said: “I would not do it in the long 
term because I have already made it 
clear I am retiring at the next general 
election. If Parliament considers that an 
arrangement might be the best thing in 
the circumstances that is different. I am 
listening to what people are saying.” 

One of those backing her to replace 
shamed Mr Martin is Nigel Evans, the 
Tory MP for Ribble Valley. 

He said: “The institution of Parliament 
is in need of serious reform. I would like 
to see Ann Widdecombe in the Speaker's 
chair helping to lead that reform. 

“She has served her constituents with 
distinction for many years. She is well- 
respected across the House and 
well-known across the country for her 
integrity, independence and high moral 
standing. I hope she will put her name 
forward and if she decides to stand, I will 
back her all the way.” 

Backbencher 

When it was pointed out she was 
becoming a popular choice, she said: 
“Well I would very much like to think so, 
but of course the only place where popu¬ 
larity counts for this purpose is in the 
House itself, because there’s where the 
votes are. 

And even if she did become Speaker, 
the 61-year-old confirmed she will be 
standing down at the next general elec¬ 
tion. She said: “Yes, that is definite.” 

Another of Kent’s MP being linked 
with the post is senior backbencher 
Roger Gale, Conservative member for 
Thanet North. 

On Friday the shortest odds on Mr 
Gale becoming Speaker were 20-1, Miss 
Widdecombe was 10-1, and Ashford Tory 
MP Damian Green was 50-1.

She said: 'Whoever converted the 
church was unaware of Captain 
Nolan’s significance. The memorial 
was taken away with building rub¬ 
ble. A couple of large, ornate columns 
were taken at the same time.” 

Interest in the cavalryman has 
been sparked by the publication of 
a new biography Messenger of 
Death by David Butters, as report¬ 
ed by Yourmaidstone last month, 
which highlights the prejudice 
Nolan faced because he was the 
grandson of a trooper and was an 
expert in his field. 

Attempted 

During the early Victorian period 
officers bought their commissions 
and didn’t bother to study current 
military thinking. 

The result was disaster in the 
Crimean War in 1854. 

Cllr Fran Wilson has made it 
her mission to find the missing 
memorial. 

She said: “Both Cllr Clive English 
and myself have attempted to 
find out what happened to the 
memorial. 

“If we cannot find the original it 
would be nice to raise the money to 
have a copy of the memorial made.” 


A FORMER Maidstone United foot¬ 
baller has finally admitted he killed 
his ex-girlfriend six years after he 
was found not guilty of the crime. 

Mario Celaire was cleared of bat¬ 
tering Cassandra McDermott to 
death in 2001 by a jury at 
the Old Bailey, after he 
said he had left her “alive 
and well” shortly before 
her death that same year. 

Six years later Mr 
Celaire confessed he had 
killed Miss McDermott to 
his new girlfriend, Kara 
Hoyte, before he attempted 
to murder her as well in 
February 2007. 

Because he had been 
cleared of murder and 
manslaughter for Miss McDermott, 
18, it was a case of double-jeopardy 
where he could not be tried twice for 
the same crime. 

But in a landmark case the prosecu¬ 
tion lawyers successfully appealed to 
the Court of Appeal for the law to be 
scrapped and the case to be re-opened. 


Celarie had changed his name to 
Mario McNish and was playing as 
a defender for Maidstone United 
Football Club before he was arrested 
for hitting Miss Hoyte with a hammer, 
causing her substantial brain injuries. 

Celarie was charged of 
attempted murder in 
December 2007, bringing 
the original case back to 
light. 

The former footballer was 
due to stand trial for mur¬ 
dering Miss McDermott at 
the Old Bailey on Thursday. 

But instead of standing 
trial he entered a guilty 
plea for Miss McDermott’s 
manslaughter and attempt¬ 
ed murder of Miss Hoyte - 
which was accepted by the prosecu¬ 
tors, The Times newspaper reported. 

Celarie is now the first person to 
be convicted of a crime since the 
double-jeopardy law was changed in 
2005, which allows a trial to be 
re-opened if there is “new and com¬ 
pelling” evidence.

WITH the Kent County Council 
elections fast-approaching the 
main political parties have told 
Yourmaidstone what they would 
bring to the county town if elected. 

There are 41 candidates for seats at County 
Hall in the Maidstone area in the June 4 elec¬ 
tions, and 27 candidates for seats in Mailing 
areas. 

The Conservatives currently have the majori¬ 
ty of seats at KCC, including five of the eight cur¬ 
rent elected members for the Maidstone dis¬ 
tricts, and the present KCC leader is Tory candi¬ 
date Paul Carter. 

Gaiy Cooke is standing for the Conservatives 
in Maidstone South East - which includes 
Leeds, Downswood, Park Wood, Otham and part 
of Boughton Monchelsea, and has an electorate 
of more than 11,000. 

He said: “As the Conservative candidate, I 
have been out and about meeting and talking 
with residents during the last three months. 

“KIG has been a big issue for many people, not 
just in Leeds, Downswood and Otham but also 
in Shepway because of the impact it would have 
on traffic flows in Willington Street.

How did you first get involved with SeaFrance? 

A A recruitment consultant called me when 
SeaFrance was being set up. At the time I 
was working in London as V.P. Europe for 
Cunard Line but the company had become veiy 
Americanised and had lost its way. And living in 
Broadstairs, the commute to Dover was more 
appealing. I love a challenge and nobody gave 
SeaFrance a chance of survival when it started 
after the split with Stena. A year later, it was 
Stena who threw in the towel. 

| What does your job involve?

sible for all the revenue generation in the UK, 
plus the port operations and relationships with 
local, regional and national government, and 
other organisations. Seventy per cent of the com¬ 
pany’s tourism revenue comes from our sales 
and marketing effort. I spend quite a lot of time 
with my co-directors in France. 


Q What do you think makes SeaFrance different from 
other ferry services on the Channel route? 

A I think our ships, our staff and our French 
heritage set us apart. We have invested 
heavily in new tonnage - over £300 million 
since 2001, and have the most modern fleet on 
the route. Onboard, the style and service is 
unmistakably French. For example, our 


Brasserie food is freshly cooked on the ship, 
not previously made ashore, as on some ships 
I could mention. And before you travel, I think 
we have the best reservations service and 
slicker customer handling in the port. 

Q Are you confident that SeaFrance can get through the 
struggles of the current economy? 

A I am. The cross-Channel market, especially 
freight, has slumped over the last 18 months 
and there is too much capacity. By and large, our 
costs are fixed so the business is very sensitive 
to revenue changes - up or down! Additionally, 
the fall of sterling has hit us hard, as much of 
our revenue is in pounds but our costs are in 
euros. Competition in the ferry business is fierce 
and basic fares have been driven down to uneco¬ 
nomic levels. But we have a restructuring plan 
which will get us back into long-term profit. 
Painful but necessary. 

Q What is the hardest part of your job as managing direc¬ 
tor? 

A Explaining the English to the French, and 
the French to the English! Apart from that, 
taking unpleasant decisions and accepting that 
everyone has a boss and so you can’t change 
everything you want to.

Maybe 
that’s why they often try to poach them! 

Q What three reasons would you give to someone looking 
to cross the Channel to use SeaFrance?

A Recovery - implementing our capacity 
adjustments and cost-cutting plan will put 
us in a great position for a stable long-term 
future, whether that’s on our own or in part¬ 
nership with another maritime company. 
Ferry travel today is infinitely better than the 
experience of a few years ago and we need to 
get that message out there to boost the mar¬ 
ket.

rebuilt for the children at 
the Demelza hospice in 
Bobbing, near

weeks. A delighted Mrs 
Thompson said: “Having 
spent a great deal of time in 
Italy - my father is Italian - 
I have been inspired since 
childhood by the great villas of Tuscany and 
Rome. Their strong shapes and sense of the¬ 
atre play an important part in my style.” 

Winning his third award in as many years 
was Benenden’s Chris O’Donoghue, who 
claimed a silver gilt for his imaginative 
medieval garden. 

His equally ambitious project last year, a 
Moroccan courtyard, attracted plenty of inter¬ 
est as he became the first person to have ani¬ 


mals accompanying his display, bringing in a 
donkey to add to the desert scene. 

This year, his display featured a range of 
medicinal herbs which caught judges’ eyes. 

He said: “It’s great to have won an award 
here. Having previously been a potter, I’m 
happy to be making my way using mud rather 
than clay these days. 

“I didn’t bring any animals this year -1 don’t 
think they are letting anyone do that now. The 
donkey ended up staying at the Royal Horse 
Barracks last time.” 

Patricia Ellis, of Orpington, accepted a gold 
award for her unusual flower arrangement. 

The TV coverage of this year’s show was 
hosted again by Alan Titchmarsh, with visi¬ 
tors including the Queen and actress Joanna 
Lumley, taking a well-earned break from her 
campaign in support of Gurkhas’ rights.

The taste of summer for many is 
best encapsulated with a mouth¬ 
watering Kentish strawberry 
and the first strawberries of the 
season are now being picked and 
packed in the next basket from 
Foodforkent.co.uk. 

The British strawberry is iconic and con¬ 
jures visions of what is best about living in 
England. 

For some the taste brings back memories 
of times gone by, when life seemed less hur¬ 
ried and simpler, and for others it is tennis 
at Wimbledon and the hope of glory on the 
tennis court. 

Now is the perfect time to add strawber¬ 
ries to your shopping list at www.food- 
forkent.co.uk as they are coming through 
thick and fast and are of great quality; 
packed full of flavour. 

I managed to taste quite a few from differ¬ 
ent Kent suppliers when I was down at the 
Foodforkent.co.uk HQ filming the third 
episode of my new internet TV series, Made 
in Great Britain, which you can view at 
www.pod3.tv or download the full episode 
free from iTunes. 

During my visit to Bank Farm in 
Aldington, near Ashford, I was also able to 
pick some fresh asparagus and went forag¬ 
ing for wild garlic, which is bang in season 
at the minute and sadly only lasts for about 
one more month. 

Wild garlic is so versatile and can be used 
in salads but also adds flavour to soups or 
even to infuse cream for dauphinoisse pota¬ 
toes. The flower can be used to garnish fish 
dishes and even to lift a salad. 

While at Bank Farm, one thing which 
greatly impressed me was the free-range 
egg farm and how well the chickens were

kept and how happy they 
seem. Happy chickens 
produce great eggs. I took 
some away with me and 
cooked a poached egg dish 
with the freshly picked 
asparagus - heaven. 
Duck eggs are currently 
in abundance at the 
moment too and there are 
some special deals on Foodforkent.co.uk 
which you can take advantage of. 

Talking of things nostalgic, I was back in 
school earlier this month opening a new 
dining room and kitchen at the Sutton 
Valence Preparatory School in Chart 
Sutton, Maidstone, and did a cooking 
demonstration to 200 children, parents, 
teachers and governors. 

We did a quiz with the children on food 
from around the county and why we should 


buy local and what advantages it brings to 
the environment and our pockets. They 
loved it, and it was great to see how aware 
the children were of the issues and how they 
understood that by buying local and fresh 
produce the taste is so much more 
enhanced.

My recipe today is one of my favourite 
deserts, bakewell tart with Kentish straw¬ 
berries and this is a dish that conjures up all 
of those nostalgic images and feelings of 
summers past and those to come.

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Bakewell tart with 
Kentish strawberries 

Ingredients 

1 x sheet of shop -bought puff pastry 
4 tablespoons of strawberry jam 
Almond paste (see recipe below) 

2 egg yolks (for the egg wash) 

1 guantity of royal icing (see recipe below) 

Handful of flaked almonds 
1 punnet of Kentish strawberries 

1 tablespoon of icing sugar 

2 tablespoons of balsamic vinegar 
Vanilla ice-cream or cream to serve 

Almond Paste - combine ingredients 
200g butter 
200g caster sugar 
lOOg whisked eggs 
50g plain flour 
lOOg ground almonds 

Royal icing - combine ingredients 
225g icing sugar 
35g egg whites 
splash of lemon juice 

Method 

• Roll out the puff pastry to a 3mm thickness 

• Butter four individual tartlet cases and line with the 
rolled-out pastry 

• Place a tablespoon of the jam in the base of each one. 
Pipe in the almond paste, leave space at the top of the 
mould, brush with the egg wash, now place another 
sheet of rolled out puff pastry over the top. Using a 
rolling pin, roll over the tartlet mould to cut off the 
edges. Leave to rest for 20min. 

• Pre heat the oven to 170c. 

• Using a palate knife, spread a thin layer of royal icing 
over the top of the tart and sprinkle with a few flakes of 
almonds. 

• Bake in a pre-heated oven for 20min or until golden 
brown on top. 

• Warm the strawberries in a pan with the icing sugar 
and balsamic vinegar for 

3-4minutes, just until the juices start to come out of the 
strawberries. Allow to cool 

• Place the strawberries on top of the tart and serve 
with a scoop of ice-cream or drizzled with cream.

FUTURE prospects at a 
Maidstone college have been 
labelled “outstanding” in a glow¬ 
ing report by the country’s educa¬ 
tion watchdog. 

After visiting the four main MidKent 
College sites, the Ofsted inspectors issued a

detailed report praising the Maidstone and 
Medway campuses. 

They described the current overall effec¬ 
tiveness of provision within the colleges as 
“good” with “outstanding” capacity to 
improve. 

Government assessors highlighted the 
work-based advanced apprenticeships’ suc¬ 
cess rates, and said the provision within 
hairdressing and beauty therapy is also “out¬ 
standing”. 

The report praised the “very high stan¬ 
dard” of work completed by the hairdressing 
and beauty students and said they are 
“stretched to achieve challenges in all les¬ 
sons” and have their “confidence and motiva¬ 
tion developed by teachers”. 

Course success rates have remained high 
for the past four years and since 2005 the 
NVQ level three courses have consistently 
exceeded the national averages by about 26 
per cent. 

NVQ levels one and two have also contin¬ 
ued to maintain their good marks by exceed¬ 
ing national averages by about 20 per cent 
also since 2005. 

Beverley Noble, head of school for hair and 
holistic therapies, said: ‘We’re thrilled with 
the outcome of the report.

“At MidKent College we strive to deliver 
exceptional levels of training and support to 
all our learners and we’re extremely proud of 
the work we do.” 

From their visit to the Oakwood Park site 
in Maidstone, the report praises the college’s 
senior managers and governors for strong 
leadership and having a “clear and well con¬ 
ceived vision and strategic direction”.

Stephen Grix said: “I’m delighted with the 
report as it officially recognises MidKent as a 
good college with an extremely promising 
future. 

“We have achieved a great deal in the past 
three years and are looking forward to 
improving even further as we move into the 
next academic year and beyond.”

The Police

and Bridge talks 
about the problems in 
the area and how she 
plans to address them 

Tell us what your role includes. 

I work within the area dealing with community issues 
such as anti-social behaviour, by providing high visibility 
patrolling and targeting low-level criminal activity. 

What are the main issues in the area, 
which have been raised by the residents? 

Issues with relation to speeding have been raised by resi¬ 
dents and we have problems particularly with mini¬ 
motorcycles, which have become a nuisance. There is also 
a concern with anti-social behaviour in the Giddy Horn 
play area, yet overall my areas are very peaceful. 

How do you plan to address these issues? 

As with all areas in Maidstone, myself and other PCSOs pro¬ 
vide high visibility patrolling and I work with the local police 
officer to deal with any anti-social behaviour issues. I make a 
point of communicating with the residents face to face so 
that they are aware of the help available to them. Recently, 
my colleagues and myself attended Allington Primary School 
to talk to the reception year about People Who Help Us. We 
got the children involved in fingerprinting and dressing up. By 
engaging with these youngsters at such an early age we 
hope this will instil a sense of good citizenship.

ONE of the literary world’s 
greatest figures is celebrat¬ 
ed with the 31st Dickens 
Festival this weekend.

He's finally back on the big 
screen and he's found God

WHILE shooting Moulin Rouge, 
the smash hit Baz Luhrmann 
musical set in Paris, Ewan 
McGregor romanced Nicole 
Kidman on a movie set in Sydney 
rather than Montmartre. 

And while latest movie Angels & Demons is 
set in a sun-drenched Rome, the star says he 
didn’t make it there either. 

“Imagine that? That was the only reason I 
took the job and then they said my scenes 
were in LA. 

“I’ve often fantasised that Rome would be a 
great place to work. 

“Swan off set with your sunglasses on, walk 
to the nearest cafe, but that didn’t happen.” 

In the blockbuster adaptation of Dan 
Brown’s novel, McGregor plays Camerlengo 
Patrick McKenna, a man charged with the 
interim ruling of the Vatican City after the 
death of the pope. 

The Vatican denied permission for any film¬ 
ing to take place within its walls, so director 
Ron Howard set about reconstructing the loca¬ 
tion’s most famous sights - including the ceil¬ 
ing of the Sistine Chapel - in Los Angeles. 

Angels & Demons marks a return to the big 
screen for McGregor after a spell pursuing 
other interests - notably motorbiking around 
the world with best friend Charley Boorman. 

He’s back in the game with a bang. High-pro¬ 
file movies this year include I Love You Philip 
Morris, with Jim Carrey and The Men Who 
Stare At Goats, with George Clooney. 

Angels & Demons is the follow-up to 2006s 
controversial The Da Vinci Code. But while 
The Da Vinci Code film sparked protests from

the church, Howard’s latest adaptation of Dan 
Brown’s work has been billed as “harmless” by 
one Vatican reviewer. 

The Scottish actor, 38, admits he’s not reli¬ 
gious but says he wouldn’t have put his name 
to an ‘anti-Catholic’ film. 

“I don’t think it attacks the Church. It’s a far¬ 
fetched story set in the world of the Vatican, 
which is an interesting world.” 

The camerlengo he plays has been brought up 
in the church, adopted by the late pope, and has 
to make difficult choices to uphold his faith. 

In McGregor’s words, he’s “extreme in terms 


of what he does, but he’s doing it to save his 
church”. 

The experience was an interesting and edu¬ 
cational one for the actor. 

“I wasn’t brought up with any religion, so all 
the ceremony, the funeral and some of the rit¬ 
ual stuff we did was new to me,” he said. 

“We had a priest on set to help us with that 
and make sure we were accurate.” 

When he’s not away filming, Ewan is very 
much the family man, splitting his time 
between homes in Los Angeles and London. 

In 1995, he married Eve Mavrakis, a French 
production designer, and the couple have two 
daughters, Clara, 13, and Esther, seven. 

In 2006, they adopted Jamiyan, now seven, 
from Mongolia.

Repossession gloom 
lifted by Q1 figures 

REPOSSESSION predictions for 2009, 
which were forecast at 75,000, were “pes¬ 
simistic” according to the Council of 
Mortgage Lenders (CML). 

The CML had predicted the number 
for the year as a whole, but has now said 
the forecast is not as gloomy as at first 
thought, after analysing repossession 
figures for quarter one. 

There were 12,800 repossessions by 
first-charge mortgage lenders, including 
buy-to-let, compared with 8,500 for the 
same quarter last year. 

Although the number of repossessions 
was rising, the CML was optimistic its 
first forecast for the year had been too 
negative and will be revising the figure 
in its next housing market forecast. 

Director general Michael Coogan said: 
“Despite technical issues this quarter 
affecting our ability to compare arrears 
and possession rates with earlier peri¬ 
ods, it is clear mortgage arrears contin¬ 
ued to increase. 

“So did repossessions, but not as much 
as our 75,000 forecast figure for the year 
would suggest. 

“So our forecast now looks pessimistic 
and we expect to revise it over the next 
month or so. 

“Lenders are acutely conscious that 
behind the statistics are real people, 
many of whom are affected by the eco¬ 
nomic downturn and its impact on jobs, 
changes in circumstances and inability 
to refinance.” 

'Reluctant landlords' 
numbered in millions 


FIVE million homeowners across the 
UK have considered renting out their 
home or rooms to survive the economic 
downturn. 

Research from Unbiased.co.uk found 
many have considered becoming ‘reluc¬ 
tant landlords’, with younger home-own¬ 
ers hit hardest by the recession. 

A third of those considering becoming 
landlords are debating whether to rent 
their property because they cannot sell it 
without making a loss. 

Richard Winder, of Unbiased.co.uk, 
said: “The boom years created a wave of 
have-a-go landlords attracted by the 
promise of rising property prices and 
cheap buy-to-let finance. 

“Now we’re seeing a new wave who 
may end up reluctant landlords because 
they need more money and don’t want to 
sell up in the current market.”

Signs of hope as 
buyers return

ESTATE agents sold more homes 
in April than in any other month 
since October 2007, according to 
new figures. 

Statistics released by the National 
Association of Estate Agents (NAEA) revealed 
the average estate agent sold 10 properties 
last month. 

This was up from just eight per agent in 
March, and doubling from the low of five seen 
in August 2008. 

Figures from analysts Globrix also highlight 
a possible reason for the increase in sales. 
They found sellers were returning to the mar¬ 
ket, with 100,000 new properties advertised in 
April. 

The figures will provide a boost to the mar¬ 
ket and offer further evidence that while 
recovery might not be just around the comer, 
the prospects are looking healthier than for 
many months. 

Peter Bolton King, chief executive of the 
NAEA, said: “What we are beginning to see 
now are consistent positive indicators that 
have held firm or improved since the begin¬ 


ning of the year. 

“Six months ago people were talking about 
how Britons’ attitude to owning property had 
changed in the recession. 

“The NAEA always said this was nonsense, 
and that demand for property remained 
strong, but confidence in the market had gone. 

“These figures show confidence is returning.” 

But market analysts said the figures needed 
to be treated with caution and warned there 
could still be hard times ahead. 

A rise in interest rates could cause the mar¬ 
ket to dip once again. 

Daniel Lee, chief executive of Globrix, said: 


“It would be foolhardy to start believing we’re 
at the bottom simply because buyers and sell¬ 
ers are returning to the market. 

“There are still likely to be rough waters 
ahead given the economic climate, particular¬ 
ly if interest rates start to rise. 

“There is no doubt that this increase in 
buyer activity has had a knock-on effect with 
sellers, many of whom had taken their proper¬ 
ties off the market because they were resigned 
to the fact that there was little hope of finding 
a buyer. 

“Now that sellers believe buyers are out 
there, they are returning in droves.” 


Don't let interior design become inferior design 


WITH homeowners spending a 
reported £11.3 billion on DIY products 
last year, it may appear that “getting 
someone in” is a thing of the past. 

But there are many projects in the 
home that may require the skills of a 
trained professional. 

Interior designer Ceri Rocca 
explains when it’s best to go it alone, 
and when it may be better to reach for 
the phone in order to avoid a DIY 
mishap. 

She said: “Improving our homes is 
still at the top of most people’s ‘to do’ 


list, with recent research suggesting 
that seven in ten of us think it’s 
important to spend money on our 
property as an investment for the 
future. 

“And with six in every ten planning 
on decorating soon, it seems the desire 
for change is as strong as ever. 

“Despite this, many of us are trying 
to cut costs, so it’s tempting to turn 
our hand to interior projects in order 
to avoid a hefty fee. 

“Some jobs, however, may be a step 
too far for a budding amateur, result¬ 


ing in a less than satisfying finish and 
an even larger bill to rectify the mis¬ 
takes. There are jobs that certainly 
need to be looked at by a skilled spe¬ 
cialist. Any major work that involves 
electrics or plumbing for example, 
requires a trained eye, as they can 
prove extremely dangerous in the 
wrong hands. 

‘You only have to consider the fact 
that about 200,000 people are hospi¬ 
talised in the UK every year due to 
DIY related injuries, to realise that it’s 
not worth the risk.”

ROAD TEST 


NOT being a huge MPV fan, I like 
Peugeot’s pragmatic though rather 
un-Gallic approach to this sector. 

Instead of tooling up for stand alone people 
carrier models - though its Citroen stable- 
mate has done the opposite with the Picasso 
MPV sub-brand - Peugeot has dosed standard 
car models with steroids. 

These pumped up station wagon or SWs 
have, therefore, retained car-like characteris¬ 
tics rather than taking on the lumbering gait 
of most MPVs, while gaining more room than 
a stretched standard hatchback. 

The ploy is not perfect, of course: you don’t 
get the elevated driving position or headroom 
of an MPV, but you avoid that ‘stuck in the 
crow’s nest during a gale’ feeling on the bends. 

Peugeot has aimed for MPV-style seating 
flexibility too and the 308SW (from £16,145) 
tested here, can be bought with seven seats - 
not bad for a Ford Focus class contender. 

All five rear seats fold flat individually or 
may be removed for various passenger/load 
permutations and the front passenger seat 
folds for particularly long loads. 

The two rear-most seats are a struggle to 


access though and adults would find that 
their knees gain a higher viewing point, but 
we are talking ‘occasional’ use here - anyone 
needing seven seats regularly should shop for 
a proper MPV. 

And if you are not in row three, the 308SW 
is a nice place to be: the cabin is really classy 
and glassy and airiness is enhanced on 
upmarket models by a massive glass roof with 
an electric blind - you feel like you are flying 
a light aircraft. 

But you remain grounded because the 308’s 
Achilles heel is a chassis largely carried over 
from its 307 predecessor, making the 308 
unsettled at times. 

It leans on bends a little too, despite being 
more low slung than an MPV - but this car 
might have to cater for seven bodies or a 
crammed cargo area. 

The HOPS (109bhp) 1.6-litre turbodiesel of 
the test car - a £20,795 SE flagship - is the 
best 308 engine I’ve driven, delivering reason¬ 
able power (0-60mph in 12.5 seconds), excel¬ 
lent refinement and averaging 50+mpg, but if 
you plan to use the SW’s load-carrying 
prowess to the max then check out the more 
powerful petrol and diesel options available.
